Turkey 




In various cities across Turkey groups 
protested against the commercialization 
of education, as well as the oppression of 
the student movement and High Board of 
Education. 

In Istanbul about 500 students, in Izmir, 
Diyarbakir and Ankara 300 students each 
and in other cities 50 to 150 students joined 
■the protests. 




U.S. of A. 

The University of Kentucky's Socialist Student Union hosted an event 
on campus to raise awareness of the issue. Among the many people that 
held speeches were the guest speaker Dr. Paul Paolucci as he spoke 
about the commercialization of education and its implications on 
universities and society. Local bands K Davis and the Have-Nots, Loose 
Change Development Crew, and M.E. of Black Messiah performed sets 
drawing curious crowds. Petitions for free education were signed and 
the event was covered in the evening news. 

Furthermore a national week of education and outreach was kicked off 
on Nov.S^"^ by the nationwide Students for a Democratic Society (SDS). 





Egypt 





On Nov.5+^ activists at the American 
University of Cairo organized a rally to 
express their demands to the administration. 
The rally was attended by hundreds of 
students. Petitions were signed and 
grievances summarized on a sheet. A ten 
percent increase \r\ tuition fees, the corporate 
monopoly of food outlets on campus and a lack 
of democratic structures at the university 
are among the issues outraging students. 



Further acts of protest as part of the International day 
of action were arranged by various groups in the 

following countries: 

the Netherlands (a rally in Amsterdam) 

Sierra Leone (school tour to sensitize and seminars were 
arranged in Freetown) 

Austria (rally in front of the old stock exchange in Vienna) 

Ireland (public meeting held at the University College Dublin) 

Kyrgyzstan (activists in Bishkek expressed their solidarity with 
struggling students around the world, but unfortunately didn't 
get a permit in time to stage a local protest) 

Groups in Greece (Thessaloniki), Spain (Valencia), the 
Philippines (Manila), Colombia (Bogota), France (Angers), 
Australia (Sydney) and Israel (Jerusalem) arranged 
events /protests to mark the international day of action as well. 



Activists in at least 25 countries on 5 continents were involved in the 
"International Day of Action against the Commercialization of Education". 



At this moment there are massive protests going on in Spain, Italy and 

Ireland. 

Groups in Greece, Canada, Germany and the Netherlands are currently 

actively struggling against the Commercialization of (and for free and 

emancipating) public education as well.
